a. Comite River Diversion Canal. DOTD Report: Real Estate: 84 parcels acquired. All complete
now. Utility Relocations are ongoing. LA 964 is 100% advertised now for a March letting.
CMAR LA 67 and CMAR LA 19 100% designs, construction contract to be executed by
February 2022.

e Rietschier reminded the Board that the Floodplain Management Plan needs to be updated before

the CRDC Project is completed. The FPMP should include a program list of major flood control

methods/requirements. Hoover requested that Rietschier make an outline and present it at next
month’s meeting.

e Amite/Comite Maintenance/Surveillance Plan (tree removal; clearing; snagging). Rietschier

presented the Board with a hand-out, and reminded the Board that this is considered a

maintenance project, not a flood control project. This matter was discussed and will be continued at

next month’s ARBC meeting.
